SOME NEW CONVERTS. 


Prominent Anglicans Become Catholics. 

Through the kindness of the editor of The Second 
Spring, we are able to announce that Rev. Charles Henry 
Sharp, M. A. (Hertford College, Oxford), of More Hall, 
Stroud, Gloucestershire, has recently made his submission 
to the Church. Mr. Sharp received his Anglican Orders 
in 1884 trom the Bishop of Winchester, and worked at 
Ryde and Southampton, and was then for two years 
chaplain to the Forces at Aldershot. After leaving that 
work in 1893, he became Diocesan Missioner for Glouces- 
ter, in which position he was highly valued and widely 
known. He is the author of various works, and only this 
year concluded a lengthy controversy on the Church in the 
Catholic Press. Mr. Sharp's attempt to justify his theory 
of the Church of Englarid has ended in his reception into 
the Catholic Church. 

The Rev. Francis Graham 6. Sutherland has been re- 
ceived into the Church at Downside Abbey, after a minis- 
try of ten years as an Anglican, having been ordained in 
1909 by the Bishop of Bristol as curate of St. Simon's 
Church in that city. Mr. Sutherland has followed the 
example set by several of his predecessors in that office. 

Another Anglican clergyman who has made his sub- 
mission recently at Downside is the Kev. George John 
MacGillivray, M. A. (Edinburgh and Cambridge), who 
was-admitted to the Anglican ministry by the Bishop of 
Winchester in 1900, and after working at Portsmouth 
and Croydon, joined the Archbishop of Canterbury's 
Mission to the Assyrians in 1910, becoming head of the 
mission in 1913. In 1915, he came back and worked in 
the diocese of Brechin. 

The Rev. Cecil Herbert Tasker, B.A. (Durham), has 
also become a Catholic. Ordained in 1906, he worked at 
Eyam (Derby), All Souls, Brighton, 1910-1916, and then 
was curate of All Saints, Notting Hill, W.

Methodist Episcopal ministers of Denver last month 
held their first retreat at the Cliff School of Theology in 
University Park. The custom, which is an annual one 
among Catholic priests, is being adopted by Methodists 
throughout the United States, according to Chancellor 
Henry A, Buchtel of Denver University. 

There are now one hundred and eleven chaplains in the 
regular United States army, fourteen ranki 12 2s maior, 
twenty-four as captain and seventy-three as first lieutenant 
Of these one hundred and eleven, thirty-one are Catholic 
priests, and their stations are in all parts of the world 
where American soldiers are doing service. 

Catholics have good reason to be satisfied with the re- 
sults of the recent elections in Europe—especially in Bel- 
gium, France and Italy. In Belgium the Flemish-Walloon 
question divided forces, but Catholics got a clear miajority 
over Liberals and Socialists. In France, the main body of 
Catholics followed the advice of the Bishops and joined 
with the Republicans against the revolutionary Socialists 
whom they defeated, carrying Parliament with an effective 
body of statesmen comprising some of the best known 
Catholics in the country, and breaking the old radical 
Masonic bloc. The electorate in Italy atso defeated the 
Freemason candidates, Which constitutes a striking 
feature of the election, particularly in Rome, where the 
Masons made a special effort to elect their men. But the 
Socialist deputies elected were stirprisingly numerous,

Rt. Rev. Bishop Leo Haid, O.S.B., has completed his fiftieth 
year as a Benedictine. The unique anniversary was fittingly 
celebrated in his own Abbey in Belmont, North Carolina. On 
the eve of Thanksgiving Day numerous guests arrived from 
various parts of the country to honor the occasion. The Ab- 
bey itself had assumed an air of festivity; bunting, evergreen 
garlands, and flags greeted the eye everywhere It was the 
desire of the venerable jubilerian that the feast itself should be 
a real family feast, that invitations be extended only to the Ab- 
bots of the order and the secular and religious priests who be- 
long to the Abbey, and constitute its family. At four o’clock 
of Wednesday, Nov. 26, the Rt. Rev. Abbots, preceded by the 
Right Rev. Regis Canevin, Bishop of Pittsburg—a persona! 
and long cherished friend and pupil of the jubilarian—the 
priests, the monastic family, the alumni of Belmont Abbey 
College and students of the colleges at Belmont assembled 
in the auditorium to enjoy the program prepared for the con 
gratulatory occasion. 


Cardinal Gibbons has become a member of the National 
Association for Constitutional Government, which is wholly 
non-partisan, prominent leaders of both parties belonging to 
it. The Washington Post, under the heading “A Great Cit- 
izen,” pays him the following tribute: “There are a few men 
to whom in times of stress and peril, the country instinctively 
turns for counsel and guidance. Conspicious among them is 
his Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons; eminent, not merely by title 
and position, but by high character, sound and varied learning 
and exalted patriotism; a venerable and venerated prelate, who, 
charged with burdensome ecclesiastical and religious respon- 
sibilities, is nevertheless keenly alive to those of good citizen- 
ship, and who never fails to inculcate respect for authority and 
ebedience to law.” ‘ 

General Felipe Angeles who was executed by a firing squad 
in Chihuahua on November 26th was a great man who happen. 
ed to be living in a country where every party is a revolution- 
ist party. Mrs. Clara K. Angeles, his wife, who was sojourn- 
ing in New York where the family had established quarters 
died on December 8th and was buried from St, Thomas the 
Apostle Church, 118th Street. Before his execution, General 
Angeles received the last rites of the Church and died as brave- 
ly as he had lived. 


It is a sign of the times in Italy that Count Santucci should 
be nominated for the Senate by the King, for he is one of the 
most prominent, perhaps the most prominent personage in the 
Catholic lay world of Rome. He is president of the big fin- 
ancial institute, with which Catholics and, indeed, the Holy 
See are commonly associated, the Banco di Roma. Count 
Santucci was sent on special mission to Switzerland by the 
Holy Father to make prelimincry arrangements for the “hos- 
pitalization” there of equal numbers of prisoners from con- 
centration camps on both sides. He is a close friend of Car- 
dinal Gasparri. The establishment of the new Popular party 
on such a sound basis owes a good deal to his prudent prelim- 
inary work. Every shade of political opinion Is at one in pay- 
ing tribute to his capacity in every way; but the fact remains, 
that it is the first time since 1870 that a well known member of 
the Catholic Church has been named a senator. 
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The important academic position of Regius Professor of 
Civil Law in Oxford University is to be filled by Mr. Francis 
de Zuleuta, who has been appointed to the professorship. The 
Regius Professorship is a Royal nomination. The new pro- 
fessor is a cousin of his Eminence Cardinal Merry del Val 
and of the Spanish Ambassador in London. A very interest- 
ing incident in connection with the new appointment is that 
Mr. De Zulueta is the only Catholic who has been appointed 
to the chair since 1535. His Catholic predecessor in the pro- 
tessorship was Dr. John Storey, who suffered death for the 
faith under Elizabeth, being hanged at Tyburn on June !, 1571. 
Blessed John Storey was beatified in 1886. 


The Holy Father has appointed Monsignor James MacCaff- 
ery, of Clogher, and Monsignor Thomas King, of Sydney, dom- 
estic prelates. Monsignor William Hawkswell, of Leeds, is 
also appointed private chamberlain. 





Rome, Dec. 18. The Pope held a public consistory today 
at which were present the whole ecclesiastical, civil and Papal 
Court, besides the diplomatic body of Roman aristocracy, the 
Knights of Malta and many distinguished visitors. In his 
full pontifcal robes and the red cope, the Pope was carried in- 
to the consistory in the sedia gestatoria, In addition to the 
high dignataries of his court, the Pope was accompanied by 
all the Cardinals residing at Rome as well as some who came 
from the provinces for the ceremony. All! of the new Cardin- 
als took the oath except the Archbishop of Saragossa, to whom 
the read biretta of the Cardinalate was sent through Mgr, Som- 
ma, the Papal ablegate. The ritual emiruce of the whole Sac- 
red College was accorded to the new Cardinals, including 
Mgrs. Bertram, Archbishop of Breslau; Camassei, former Pat- 
riarch of Jerusalem; Sili, Vice-Chamberlain of the Church; 
Valfre di Bouzo, former nuncio at Vienna; Kakowski, Arch- 
bishop of Warsaw, and Dalbor, Archbishop of Posen. After 
the ritual embrace, the Pope imposed upon them the Red Hat, 
and the ceremony endéd with the Papal Benediction. The 
whole Sacred College then adjourned to the Sistine Chapel 
where they prayed prostrated before the altar while the choir 
sang the Te Deum. The Rev. John G. Murray, Chanceilor 
and Secretary of the Diocese of Hartford, Conn., has been ap- 
pointed Auxiliary Bishop of Hartford and Titular Bishop of 
Flavias. This appointment was announced at the public con- 
sistory. Numerous changes in the assignments of Central 
and South American prelates have been made by the Vatican. 


Pope Benedict XV. has honored Mrs. James K. C. Sherwood 
of Glen Cove, N. Y., by creating her a marchioness on account 
of her charitable work. Rev. John B. C. York, as the delegate 
of Bishop McDonnell, presented the Papal brief to Mrs. Sher- 
wood last month at a tea held in the Manhattan Hotel, New 
York. Mrs. Sherwood formerly Regina Teresa Stoll, was born 
in New York City in 1848 and resided there until 1868, since 
which time she has lived in Glen Cove. In 1873 she was mar- 
ried to James Kilbourn Ogden Sherwood, of Montana, by 
Mons. McEnroe, in St. Patrick’s Church, Glen Cove.

What t ircle is doing hundreds of local branches of the 
U.N. B. L. might do equally as well. On with the good 
work for missions at home and abroad. 


On August 23rd, 1918, the Circle began its second year by 
Phoebe Scheuring as president for the coming 
year, to succeed Miss Emma Bott who had done so much from 
the beginning to make known the needs of the foreign mis- 
sions.. At this meeting it was decided to recite the Rosary 
and a prayer for missionaries cn the first Friday of each month, 
and to receive Holy Communion once a month for the success 
of the foreign missions. This practice began Sept. 10th, 1918. 

in accordance with his request, on Aug. 24th, 1918, a box 
was sent to Father Cothonay, Prefect Apostolic, Indo-China, 
containing four cassocks, and four surplices made by the Circle, 
and fifty-four rosaries, one hundred medals, seventy-six large 
pictures, and four large aitar cloths, 

In November we started to rehearse a playlet called “St 
Vincents’ Foundling Home, Hongkong, China,” which we 
found in the annals of the Holy Childhood Association. This 
play was presented with great success on Dec. 15th, the net 
proceeds being $56.50 of which $16.50 was given to the children 
of our school tor the Holy Childhood Association. 

During the holy season of Adveut, self-denial 
amounting to $71.72 were received from the little 
ings, 
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homes for this purpose. 

It was a pleasure to receive New Year’s creetings from 8r. 
Mary at Wenchow. She says: “In Chinese pigeon English, 
hvaven is called top-side;” accordingly her best wishes for the 
New Year were expressed a la Chinese “Wish you chop-chop 
pleaty money; bye and bye good place top-side; no make die 
yet, and no wantee you go downside”. ‘Thank you Sr. Mary. 

About this time, four large boxes were sent to the Society 
of the Propagation of the Faith in New York for the Mission- 
ary Fathers in Chinz, containing rosaries, pictures, medals, 
crosses, etc. and one box to Father Vandewalle at Tagudin, 
Philippine Islands. 

The Circle madé a beautiful banner about three by five feet, 
for Father Cothonay’s Seminarians, on which was painted a 
picture of Blessed Albert the Great; it was thought that the 
banner would easily have cost $50 if purchased from some big 
concern, 

In May two boxes of old linens were sent to Sr. Bernardine 
of Jesus, at Chefoo, China, and one box of religious articles 
and fifty large pictures to Father Cothonay. 

This financial report shows an expenditure during the 
year of $340 in cash for various missionary objects. 

But the most extraordinary part of the report follows:

he realizes that the task is beyond his ability a time 


came for me when Father Paul put in my hands a slin 
sheaf of letters, and a little eight page pamphlet bearing 
the mysterious word, “Kahlekat,” saying, “Why not make 
these the basis of your next article on Alaska, for the 
Lamp?” 

Why not, indeed? These letters and this little pamphlet 
all deal with Alaska, with its missions, and with the work 
tor souls which is being supported by the Guild of The 
Little Flower, whose most unworthy scribe I am. It is 
most fitting that they should be used as material for an 
article in Tue Lamp, Only facts interfere with such a 
use, namely that I utterly lack the power to improve upon 
these documents composed not by professional writers, 
but by those who in the primal depths of Ataska have 
been doing the work of Our Lord, and not merely writing 
about it from a safe and comfortable distance. And in 
these letters and this little pamphlet I find again the evi- 
dence of a fact I have noticed before, namely, that the best 
writing often comes from those who have no literary in- 
tentions but who write in all honesty and all simplicity— 
a letter to a friend, to tell about something near and dear 
to them. So I said to myself, “I cannot write, myself, the 
splendid story related in a few simple words in these 
precious documents”—the story of a great soul, the story of 
Mother Amadeus, Provincial of the Ursulines in the 
Northwest, who after fifty-five years in Religion, years 
spent among Indians and Eskimo, died November 10, 
1919, in Seattle. It is the’story of the work in Alaska 
which the Guild of The Little Flower has undertaken to 
aid. Itisa story that should give each, and every onc of 
the guild members a positive new resolution to increase 
and strengthen the ways and means by which those on the 
firing line in Alaska may be helped by us. 

So, at this point I cease from writing and become the 
editor, the compiler, of the beautiful and noble and inspir- 
ing pages which follow. First of all, a word of explana- 
tion of the mysterious word which heads this article, 
“Kahlekat.”’ It is the title of the little pamphlet referred 
to above, which for four years was written and published 
by Mother Amadeus as a brief chronicle of the work bei 
done by the Ursulines in Alaska.

To Be Promptly Rebuilt Stronger and More Intrepid Than 
Before 
(By Gilbert O. Nations) 

“On the morning of December 11 a fire of unknown origin, 
kindled in the great printing plant of The Menace at Aurora, 
Missouri, was driven by strong adverse winds into the heart 
of the plant and quickly enveloped the building and reduced 
it to a mass of shapeless and smoldering ruins. 

“When the watchman on duty at the plant discovered the 
fire he thought he could extinguish it without aid, but the 
flames were soon spreading and devouring the interior of the 
building. In dismay, the faithful watchman then rushed out 
to spread the alarm to the management of The Menace and 
the citizens of the little city. 

“Before the fire department or any effectual aid could reach 
the scene, the whole building was wrapped in flames, which 
were leaping hundreds of feet into the air and making the 
night lurid with their work of destruction. At the peril of 
their lives the. business manager and employes rushed into the 
offices at the’ front of the building and saved the mailing list 
and two safes containing records of the greatest valuc. 

“But the great presses, linotype machines, library, furniture, 
stock of books and pamphlets, print paper worth $35,000 and 
files of The Menace and of Roman Catholic books, periodicals 
and clippings which had been accumulated with infinite pains 
and which can never be replaced all quickly perished in tue 
appalling holocaust. The material loss is fully $125,000, on 
which $65,000 insurance was carried. 

“As the business manager, the editorial staff and more than 
three-score employees, in tears, witnessed the awful devasta- 
tion, they deeply resolved that The Menace shall not perish. 
Plans are already under consideration to resume publication 
of the paper by temporary arrangement unt’! it can be housed 
in a modern fire-proof building to be erected specially for that 
purpose and equipped with machinery and facilities worthy of 
the foremost nation of this enlightened age.”

The regular meeting of this Philadelphia branch of the 
3rd Order will be held in the same piace on the second Sun- 
day of the month at 4 o’clock. Every member of the 3rd 
Order in Philadelphia, unattached to some duly established 
Conference, is hereby invited to aitend the monthly meeting 
at the Cathedral, as the rule requires. 

We take this occasion to invite every subscriber of THE 
Lamp in Philadelphia to become Tertiaries of St. Francis 
and of the Society of the Atonement, now that the Third 
Order is established at the Cathedral! in the very heart as it 
were, of the Archdiocese. 

On Sunday night, Dec. 7, we had the pleasure of offici- 
ating at the Profession of some forty members of the 3rd 
Order in St. Dominic’s Church, Holmesburg, North Phila- 
delphia, the Rev. Father Wall rector. This flourishing 
conference was established about a year ago. 

There are certain obvious reasons why Philadelphia 
should be a stronghold of Franciscanism: Not only was 
America discovered by three shiploads of Franciscans with 
Columbus, a Tertiary, and Father John Perez, a Friar 
Minor at their head, but St. Francis was the Father of 
Christian Democracy and. first preached in the Cathedral 
of Assisi those principles of civic liberty, which found their 
formal expression in the Declaration of Independence, 
signed and promulgated in Philadelphia in 1776, on July 
4th, the very day on which for centuries was observed the 
Feast of All Franciscan churches.

ORDER OF ST. FRANCIS. 
»

We recommend all Tertiaries and others interested in 
the Third Order to possess this valuable pamphlet. 
Chapter III. 

2. The Curator, who is termed the Visitor, will make diligent 
inquiry to see whether the rules are observed with suffic- 
ient strictness. For the purpose he will, if possible, visit 
the place where the societies are established every year, 
or oftener if need be, and will hold a meeting, at which all 
Prefects and all members shall have been ordered to at- 
tend. Should the Visitor recall any member io his duty 
by an admonition or command, or should he assign him 
any salutary penance, such a member will receive the 
admonition with modesty, and will not refuse to perform 
the penance. 

3. The Visitors are to be chosen from the First Franciscan 
Order, or from the Third Order Regular, and the Custodes, 
or Guardians, will select them when asked to, do so. The 
office of Visitor is forbidden to laymen. 

The Father Visitor is always a priest, never a layman, 
and must be chosen from the First Order or from thé 

Third Order Regular. He is appointed either by the 

General or by the Provincial. The local Franciscan Su 

‘perior within whose territory a Tertiary congregation ig 

established is empowered to appoint a Visitor. 

The office of the Visitor is an important one and very 
necessary for the spiritual well-being of Tertiary congre; 
gations or conferences. The visitation is held annually 

It is like an annual mission, a spiritual renewal. The 

coming of the Visitor will be announced in advance and al 

members of the Conference will attend the meetin 

Local conditions will determine in each instance in wha 

manner the visitation will take place. The Visitor wil 

give each member an opportunity for a private interview 
in which he will inquire about the condition of the Orde 
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for the game purpose; he will examine the books and the 

records, and strive to get a general idea of the spiritual 

condition of the Conference. Again he will announce a 

general meeting of the whole Conference—this meeting is 

for members only—and publish the results of his findings. 

He will praise and compliment the zeal and earnest en- 

deavors of the faithful members and reproach the lag- 

gard and the indifferent ones. He will impose a penance 
which the members will accept in a spirit of humble 
obedience. 

The ceremonial of the Order is carried out as prescribed. 
4. Disobedient or offending members are to be admonished 

of their duty two or three times; in the event of further 
disobedience they will be bidden to leave the Order. 

5. Those who commit any breach of the Rule do not there- 
by incur the guilt of sin, except in so far as they also 
offend against the divine law and the laws of the Church, 

Disobedient or troublesome members will do better out 
of the Order, and the Rule urges that they be dismissed 
after several attempts at correction have been made. 
Membership in the Third Order is a matter of choice and 
the profession of Rule only binds as long as one holds 
membership, As soon as a member has been disimissed he 
by that very act forfeits all privileges and favors of the 
Order. 

The Rules do not bind under penalty of sin, and are not 
a matter of confession. Not to observe them argues for 
sloth and indifference, and it is certainly folly to promise 
what one does not care to observe. 

6. Should there be any serious and good cause to prevent 
any one from observing any provision of the Rule, such 
person may be dispensed from that part of the Rule, or 
the regulation may be prudently commuted. The faculty 
and power of granting such dispensation or commutation 
shall rest with the ordinary Prefects of the Franciscans 
of the First and Third Orders, and with the above named 
Visitors. 

Dispensations from the Rule ought not to be granted 
except for extraordinary reasons, and then only for an 
individual case. The Rule is so easy of observance that 
they who need dispensations would do well not to join the 
Order. It is more proper to commute an obligation than 
to wholly dispense from it.
